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INTRODUCTION 


Section 46(4) of the Elections Act provides that the 
Supervisor of Elections shall, at the end of each year, 
cause to be printed, a report on the by-election held during 
the year, such report to provide information similar to that 


for the report on the general election. 


There was no by-election in 1991 and, accordingly, 
there appeared to be no need for such a report. However, a 
brief administrative Report is presented herein, in respect.

of the Supervisor of Election was obliged to find new

In 1991, the office was provided with a lump sum 
budget of $5,000. This sum was intended to cover the cost 
of saiary fer the Supervisor of Elections and other office 
expenses inciuding telephone expenses, publications and so 
on. The amount provided was augmented during the year by 
an additional $5,000 making a total of $10,000 which was 
enough to cover all expenses and leave a small balance.

The Senior Executive officer continued to be paid by 
the Registrar's Office as did the cost of cleaning the

Te Office that was a beé-hive of activity uring the 
Elections was. during the period in cuestion, 
unable ts provide full employment for the cne officer 
(Senior Executive officer) who is assigned to the office on 
a full-time basis. Accorcingly, to fill her day, she spent 
her spare time working ac the Companies Registry and used 
rhe “Sa3ilil-focirward” feature on ris GÉÉ zi 
transfer calls to the Companies Registry. Dpuriczd τς year, 
je alse assisted the Registry or Births & Deaths sg 
necessary, The Supervisor af Elections was at the. office 
. if necessary, DO ar uro 
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typing. Any other communication was by telephone. 

The major concern of the Office during the year had to 
do with the registration of voters as provided by the 
Election Act, 1977 No. 7 of 1977 as amended by the Elections 
(Amendment) Act, No. 6 of 1990. Section 6/1) of the Act 
provides for the registration of persons who become eligible 
for registration, and the Supervisor of Elections is 
required by Section 3A(1)(c) to publish a notice in the 
Gazette at least once every three months, requesting all 
persons who are qualified under section 3111} of the 


Constitution to register.

Such a notice was published on five(5) occasions during 
“4 
1991. At each such publication, a news release was also 
sent tò the Department of Information with a request that it 


be published through the media. 


The Supervisor of Elecri-ens Participated in a radio 
interview with the Government Information service and also 
made an appeal to the qualified public, through Cabie Ὃν 


RET: II. τις radio interview was re-brcoadcaz- once and 
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four (4) persons came forward for registration during the 
year - 2 from the First district, 1 from the Fifth and 1 


from the Seventh (see Appendix II]. 


The office also kept the Voters List up-to-date by 
deleting the name of any voter resident in the Eritish 
Virgin Islands, who died during the year. A total of 44 
such names, representing the 9 electoral districts, were 
removed during the year (see Appendix TIE. These numbers 
include only 4 voters who resided in the US Virgin Islands. 
An attempt wili be made in 1992 to carry out research áimed 
at obtaining an accurate number of deceased voters who were 
ῬΈΕΙ 58 the US Virgin Islands. in addition, 61 persons 
were found to have double registration and the necessary 
adjustment was made (see Appendix IV). The voters CORRETTE 


were asked to state their Place cf residence and thair names 


were placed on the appropriate lists. 


During the year considerations was given to rhe 
production of an educational brochure similar to the one 
produced in the United Kingdom. IT was thoucht that such a 
brochure. designed and printed to a h*gn standard. wcnla be 
useful tool for educating the public cConceriiring tpe election 

CSS, Rowever, it appeared traz it Might be a waste of 
resources to take such action before it became clear what 
decistons the Government hac mate ix, response tn 
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pertained to the Election Act, 1977. At year end this 


information was still awaited. 


Consideration was also given to the production of a 
poster which, hopefully, would be sufficiently eye-catching 
Co remind the public of their right and duty to register, 
During the year, discussion commenced with the Chief 
Information Officer on the design of such a poster. τε 


should be available in 1992.
